New York at 4:0) in the morning and at 4:35 is at 
the depot ia Jersey Cliy waiting for its precious 
freight. From half a dozen converging streets to 
Courtland and DeBosses ferries, come huge mail- 
wagons, loaded down with letters and newspa 
pers, hurrying through thedarkness to catch the 
4:15 boats. Once across the ferry they are bun- 
dled into the mail cars, and, exactly at the mo- 
ment, the fast mail whisks out of the depot. 
THE MAKE UP OF THE MAIL 
The mail that is loaded on this train is made up 

of the morning newspapers that before this train 

was put on, left on the 10:20 train, It is made 

up of — all letters intended 

for the south written in New York 

the night before, and posted at any time before 

midnight. This mail, it will be remembered, 

formerly left New York at 10:30 a. m. and reached 

Atlanta two days afterward. The mail isa heavy 
one, holding nearly all the busineas letters writ- 

ten in the city for the Sath, It is fed also by a 
elose connection with the ‘Boston and eastern 
mail, which has heretofore bad to lie over in New 
York for several hours. 
THE MAKE-UP OF THE TRAIN, 

The train is at present made upasa “‘fiyer.% 
The engine is oue of the largest and swiftest of the 
Pennsylvania road, and is coupled to the mail car, 
there being no baggage or express. There are 
two mail cats on the train as it starts from New 
York, but one is left at Washington. Back of 
the two mail cam is one passenger 
coach rather slimly filled, as the public is not yet 
accustomed to the fast mail service. The maili- 
cars are of the latest style, and fitted up with 
every convenience for the prompt assoriment of 
letters and papers. The mail clerks commence 


on the 8:20 train at night—when it will reach 


on 8 o'clock train, This is virtually a day saved. 
Of course it is the same with passengers as with 
letters. By taking this fast mail from 7 to 
10 hours can be saved—which is virtually 
a day’s work. the advantages of 
the fast mail are so obvious that they do not need 
discussion. " 
THE MEN WHO GAVE US THE FAST MAIL. 
It is only just that we should know the men to 
whom we are indebted for this fast mail. Out of 
the large appropriation made for fast mails, At- 
lanta is the only southern eity that gets the bene- 
fitota really fast schedule, such asthe great 
cities of the north and west have. 
Colonel Foreac?t and Colonel Houston, of the 
Air-Line road, and Colonel Pope, of the Atlantic 
Coast Line, have been persistent in their efforts 
to get @ fast mail line established forthe past 
several years. They have worked to this one end, 
in season and out of season. They have shorten- 
ed up their schedulem quickened _ their 
time, and in every way tried to tempt 
the authorities to put on a fast mail.

From New York to Washington is:26 miles. 

. This space is covered by the double-tracks, s:cel 
raifS of the Pennsylvania road, the P , W. and B., 
aud B. & P., on which accidents are almost liter- 
ally unknown. The 226 thiles are made ina 
trifle over six hours or about 34 miles an hour— 
very moderate runuinz—when the engines used 
on these roads can pulla full train 50 miles an 
hour without a strain. The regular schec- 
ule of the daily limited express is about 
the same as the fast male schedule, between New 
York and Washington, and there is no more de- 
lightful or popular riding than on this same lim- 
ited express. 

From Washington to Richmond, the Richmouad, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac railroad is put in 
tise. The distance between these poiuts is 116 
miles. The two cars of the fast mail are swung to 
a fresh engine, and are bowled over smooth and 
well-ballasted tracks iu short order, making the 
116 miles in four hours—thus giving the fast mail 
a rate of speed equal to twenty-eight miles an 
hour, on the first southern stage of its jourvey. 
This is surely not break-neck speed. There is 
hardly a road in the south on which it is not o¢- 
ten beaten, by trains that are behind, and are 
“‘spirting’ to make thei: connection. There is 
little danger of trouble on the Richmond, Fred- 
encksburg and Potomac road, and less danger of 
missing connections. 

Whe the fast mail reaches Richmond, it has the 
longest stage of itsjourney ahead ofit. From 
Richmond to Danville is 282 miles, and in order 
to bring the mailin on time, this .distance must 
be covered in 10:50 minutes. Thisisa trifle less 
than 28 miles an hour, but it is a long and labori- 
ous run.

The U. S. Mints. 

The report of the superintendent of the mint, 
Burchard, shows that the deposits of gold bullion 
at the mints and assay offices have been greater 
than any previous year—aggregating $98,835,096, 
and exceeding by nearly $20,(00,000 the bighcst 
previous deposits of 1861. The receipts of foreign 
gold, coin and bullion were about $61,627,556. 
The coinage of gold could not keep pace with 
the deposits, aud $38,468,874 of gold bullion 
remained uncoied at the close of the 
fiscal year. The wints during the year aug- 
mented the circulation by $84,570,144, of which 
$56 157,736 was gold, $27,712,437 silver and $267,- 
¥71,150 in minor coin. The total coinage of the 
standard siiver dollar since it was authorized has 
been $75,847,750. 
Director Burchard, referring to the mint at 
New Orleans says: The difficuliy alluded to ip 
my previous repert of procuring bullion for this 
mint whicb seemed likely to cripple if not destroy 
its usefulness, has but in part been removed. 
Tuere is considerable demand in the gulf states 
forsilver coin. This demand has necessitated 
montbly allotments at this mint for the coinage 
of 00,0v0 standard doliats, which 
is about equal to its ordinary 
cuinage capacily with ithe present force 
aud appropriations. During the year it became 
my paifui duty to rerort the death of Henry 8. 
Foote, who had been superintendent of the mint 
from December, !873, until the date of hi: death 
on the 19th day of May, 1880. A representa ive of 
this bureau was instructed to proceed to New Or- 
leaps to examine the condition of the mint, 
and to superintend the deliveries and transfers 
to be mmade upon the appoinment of a successor. 
Mr. Foote’s continued ill health and inability to 
give the necessary aitention to the businers of the 
mini, occasioned some neglect and laxity in 
keeping a record and supervision of the mint 
transactions.

+ Davis, who on the ilth day of June, 
1880, was promoted irom courier to 
wt apna the amountof coin charged to 
the cashier on the books of the mint and required 
to be delivered was found to lack one thousand 
standard dollars, which remains to be accounted 
for on a final seitiement of the account of-the 
late superintendent. The discrepancy was appe- 
rently a surprise to the cashier and officers of the 
mint.
